Before Mr. Hazlerigg could pro- 
ceed further prisonar made an 
outcry from the dock saying that 
he wanted to plead guilty and ap- 
pealed to His Lordship to sentence 
him mercifully. His Lordship 
ordered that the statement pro- 
eced. 

Continuing, Mr. Hazlerigg said 
the Icttcr was found to contain a 
request to a. man named Chik 
Wong for an appointment. It 
went on to say that Ifthe man fail- 


ed to kecp the appointment the’ 


writer would “deal with him with 
guns and put him to death.” Pre- 
vious to this, four other letters 
had been received from the same 
writer, all.demanding money and 
requesting appointments at various 
places and they all contained 
threats, One threat had been to 
demolish the man’s house. 

The man Chik Wong saw the 
prisoner and seized him. ‘He then 
denied nny knowledge of the letter, 
but he had been {dentified and Inst 
week he wrote a letter from Vic- 
toria gnol to Chik Wong asking for 
forgiveness. 

His Lordship, addressing the 
prisoner, told him he hal commit- 
ted an offence for which the 
maximum ‘penalty wan 10 years’ 
Imprisonment. Tle aentenced pri- 
soner to five yeats’ imprisonment 
with hard labour,

Roferonce has already boon 
mado to tho importanco of tho 
conforonce of the Chins Modical 
Missionary Axsociation and the 
local branch of tho British 
Modical Association, which opons 
horo to-morrow, ond is boing 
attended by a groat number of 
dologates from all parts of China 
and other places in tho For East. 
Tho cflicial opening coremony 18 
Is to bo held to-day in the City 
Hall with tho conferring of 
honorary degreos, and tho actual 
work of the congross will com- 
monco to-morrow: in Hongkong 
Univorsity. A glanco at the 
soctions of modical and surgical 
scionco which tho conforonco is 
to cover, is sufficient to indicate 
tho wide range of its scopo and 
the valuo of this coming togothor 
of investigators from sevoral 
fields of effort in the art of heal- 
ing. To Chino is this o spooially 
valuablo occasion, for it comes at 
a timo whon Wostern modicino 
has obtnined a definite foothold 
in tho country, whoa tho pooplo 
aro rapidly losing thoir old pro- 
judices, ond when Chineso 
graduates in modorn medical 
scionco are among thoso who aro 
doing groat work in tho allovia- 
tion of sicknoss-and the {mprovo- 
mont of hygieno throughout tho 
accossiblo country. And with 
the comprohonsive list of subjects 
on which papors aro to bo road, 
there is also an impressivo list of 
names of mon who aro alroady 
famous boyond tho torritory 
whoro they aro doing thoir lifo’s 
work, 


From among tho varicd mat- 
tors to bo doalt with by dologates 
wo would drow particular atton- 
tion of throo--fitst, porhaps. tho 
most important of oll, tho incid-

nourishmont and ovororowding, 
tho abronco of knowlodge of 
hygione or propor curative troat- 
mont and tho strong fataliain of 
tho lowor ordors, bas militatod 
against tho inauguration of 
adoquato moasures to combat 
this scourge, but tho groat fight 
goos on, and ‘gradually tho 
victory should como in sight if 
alt hands are put to -tho task. 
Tho samo applios to tho othor 
scourgos wo have named. «Thon 
thore is the question of hygione 
and genoral, sanitation, which 
can do moro to holp provontive 
modicino than all tho curos over 
invontod. Ono of tho disonsor 
whioh .is rocelving world-wide 
notice at present is loprosy, for 
tho pormonont curo of this droad 
plaguo is in sight aftor tho 
passage of many conturios. . The 
discovory ond troatmont of 
parasitical disoases in goneral is 
anothor important itom which is 
to havo duc attontion. 

Hongkong is fortunate in 
having ‘this conforonco in its 
midst. Tho oxchango of views 
and information among so mony 
spocialists will result in a wide 
grosp of health problems thot 
should benofit this Colony 
groatly os woll os othor parts of 
tho East. .Tho public locturds 
would stimulate gonoral intorost 
in tho subject of sanitary living 
and the svoidanco of sicknoss. 
Evontually, evon, tho idoa ofa 
Health Board Wongkong 
might dovolop apace and become 
a vigorous roality,
